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ALLIES APPROVE 
IDEA OF NATO 
SGIENGE GROUP 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's call 
for creation of a NATO scien- 
tific committee to speed the 
sharing of knowledge among 
Allied nations seemed assured 
today of acceptance by the 
European allies. 

The test of Mr. Eisenhower's 
leadership on -this issue will 
come in persuading Congress 
to grant him the necessary au- 


thority to share now-secret 
atomic weapens information. 

He is expected to face more 
opposition on the issue in Con- 
gress than at a December 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in Paris. 
Mr. Eisenhower will head the 
United Statés delegation to the 
Paris meeting. 

Proposed Two Moves. 

In his broadcast speech last 
night on measures to recover 
for the United States the lead 
in missiles-era weapons which 
the Soviets have recently dem- 
onstrated by their successful 
launching of earth satellites, 
Mr. Eisenhower projected two 
moves bearing on Allied rela- 
tionships in the scientific field. 
He said he would ask Congress 
to “remove legal barriers to 
the exchange of appropriate 
technological information with 
friendly countries.” 

If this authority is granted, 
he went on, he would support 
organization of a scientific com- 
mittee within NATO “to carry | 
out an enlarged Atlantic effort | 
in research.” 

A similar group could pos- 
sibly be set up within the 
Southeast Asia treaty organiza- 
tion and other alliances, he 
suggested. 

He said also that Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
would appoint a science ad- 
viser in the State Department 
and science attaches in “appro- 
priate” United States embas- 
sies abroad. Presumably he 
has in mind sending scientists 
to such places as _ London, 
Paris, Bonn and Rome. 

Office in State Department. | 

The State Department has 
had an office of science ad-| 
viser for several years. The | 
position presently is held by | 
Walter M. Rudolph, a career | 
State Department official who 
is primarily an economist and | 
who has apparently served 
Dulles chiefly to keep track of 
scientific developments bear- 
ing on foreign relations. The 
President’s statement indicated 
that he expected Dulles to put 
a trained scientist in the job 
and to give him authority for 
dealing with the proposed new 
NATO committee and with the 
science attaches in embassies 
abroad. 

This country’s allies in West- | 
ern Europe have urged for | 
years a greater opportunity for | 
exchange of information with | 
the United States in all fields | 
of science and technology. The 
British particularly have | 
sought to restore the World | 
War II partnership of Britain, 
the United States and Canada, 
which by intensive joint effort 
produced history's first atomic 
bomb | 

Some Administration of- | 
ficials consider relaxation of 
congressional restrictions on 
atomic secrets to be one of the 
keys to the whole broad range 
of Allied co-operation, 

Congress Is the Question. 

They are by no means cer- 
tain at the moment, however, 
that Congress will go along. 
The amendments to be pro- 
posed are still being worked 
out so that a careful testing of 
congressional sentiment is not 
yet possible. The first real in- 
dications of how Congress will 
react may be given the Presi- 
dent early next month when 
he meets with legislative lead- 
ers of both parties here. 

The issue has long been a 
highly controversial one. Sev- 
eral years ago the law was 
changed somewhat to let the | 
President provide Allied mili- 
tary forces with information on |: 
the uses and effects of atomic 
weapons so that they can plan 
their offensive and defensive 
strategy and tactics intelligent- 
ly. But the modified law does 
not permit any sharing of in- 
formation on basic scientific 
secrets involved in the manu- 
facture of weapons.

LEY PREDICTS 
MANNED ‘MOON’ 
IN 3 OR 4 YEARS 


DAYTON, O., Nov. 8 (UP)— 
Willy Ley, co-founder of the 
German rocket society and one 
of the world’s best-known au- 
thorities in the field, predicted 
last night that a manned satel- 
lite is possible in three or four 
years. 

In a talk before the Institute 
of Radio Engineers, Ley said 
the Russians probably used an 
intermediate ballistics missile 
to launch their first satellite 
and probably an intercontinen- 
tal ballistics missile for the 
second. 

Ley, research engineer for 
the Washington (D.C.) Institute 
of Technology, said he would 
be much surprised if the Rus- 
sians prove to have a really 
new rocket fuel.

The Navy 
has in both oceans, submarines 
which can rise to the surface 
and launch, in a matter of min- 
utes, a missile carrying a nu- 
clear warhead, and submerge 
immediately—while the missile 
is guided to a target hundreds 
of miles away. 

Atomic Depth Bomb. 

The Navy possesses 
atomic depth bomb. 

Since Korea, both the Army’s | 
and Navy’s anti-aircraft guns 
have been largely replaced by | 
surface-to-air missiles. All of. 
our new interceptor aircraft | 
are armed with air-to-air mis- 
siles. 

Many of the traditional func- 
tions of the Army’s artillery 
and support aircraft have been 
taken over by guided missiles. 
For example, we have already 
produced, in various distance 
ranges, hundreds of Matador, 
Honest John and Corporal 
Missiles. To give you some idea 
of what this means in terms of 
explosive power: Four bat- 
talions of Corporal Missiles 
alone are equivalent in fire 
power to all the artillery used 
in World War II on all fronts. 

Some of these missiles have 
their own built-in mechanisms 
for seeking out and destroying 
a target many miles away. 
Thus, the other day, a Bom- 
arc missile, by itself, sought 
out a fast-moving, unmanned 
airplane 45 miles at sea and 
actually met it head-on. 

Except for a dwindling num- 
ber of B-36s, there is hardly an 
airplane in the combat units 
of the Air Force that was in 
them even as late as the 
Korean conflict. The B-52 jet 
bomber, supported by its jet 
tankers, is standard in our 
Strategic Air Command. Again, 
to show you what this means 
in terms of power: One B-52 
can carry as much destructive 
capacity as was delivered by 
all the bombers in all the 
years of World War II com- 
bined. But the B-52 will, in 
turn, be succeeded by the B-58, 
a supersonic bomber. 

Atomic submarines have 
been developed. One ran al- 
most 16 days without surfac- 
ing; another cruised under the 
polar ice cap for over five days.

They: Praise Eisenhower’s Action on 
Science But Are Doubtful About 
Making ‘Giant Step Toward Peace’

RESIDENT EISENHOWER’S speech was generally praised 
here last night mainly because it announced action to co- | 


ordinate and supervise the 
grams under Dr. 
setts Institute of Technology. 

It was action to bring to-| 
gether the separate missile 
and rocket programs and to 
press forward with anti-missile 
technology that Washington 
was waiting for. 

As late as this week, con- 
gressional leaders were dis- | 
turbed to find Air Force and 
Army missile experts differing 
in their presence over the 
quality of various’ missiles. 
Consequently, they were press- 
ing hard for strong co-ordina- 
tion of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force programs and looking to 
the President to assume per- 
sonal responsibility for their 
development. 

Evidence of Support. 

This process of co-ordinated 
direction, it is now felt here, 
has now been started, and the 
Democratic leaders were giv-. 
ing every indication of pleas- 
ure and support, 

There was general support, 
too, for the President’s con- 
clusion that “what the world 
needs today even more than a 
giant leap into outer space is | 
a giant leap toward peace. 

On this, however, the Demo-: 
cratic leaders, who have re- 
cently been in private consul- 
tation with Secretary of State | 
John Foster Dulles, are less re- 
assured. Dulles has convinced 
them that he is sincere in 
seeking new ways to strength- 
en the Western alliance and to 
rebuild a spirit of bipartisan 
consultation, but they still have 
serious reservations about how 
far the process of re-examin- 
ing current foreign policies has 
gone. 

Impression Left by Dulles. 

In the process of his recent 
bipartisan talks, Dulles left the 
impression on some influential 
leaders of the opposition party 
that he is not yet ready for the 
kind of searching policy review 
they think will provide hope 
for a “giant step toward peace.” 

He has started the process of 
consultation, they believe, 
before he is ready to indicate 
what the Administration plans 
to do about certain fundamen- 
tal foreign policy questions. He 
is still standing on current dis- 
armament proposals, as_ the 
President did, though there is 
widespread conviction among 
the Democratic leaders that 
the recent Soviet missile prog- 
ress has made some aspects of 
these proposals obsolete. 

Finally, at least some Demo- 
cratic leaders whose co-opera- 
tion Dulles has sought say the 
Administration is still divided 
internally on questions involv- 
ing not only disarmament, but |

Therefore, while the Demo- 
crats are avoiding any public 
statements that would add to 
the Administration's already 
formidable catalogue of prob- 
lems, they are not ready to 
share responsibility for policies 
they oppose.

B. H. Cohen’s objection to the 
United States honoring the inventor 
of Germany's V-2 rocket is disturb- 
ing, partly because such wheels- 
within-wheels paradoxes have come 
to pass before our very eyes. 

Responsibility cannot be placed 
alone at the doorstep of the in- 
ventors of the “machines of de- 
struction,” who are, presumably, 
working in loyalty to their own 
nations.

In the end, there is a share of 
blame for evil which must be 
borne by the individual, and these 
are just the mass political sins, 
not the additional ingrained per- 
sonal spiritual-moral ones.

Three Lost Nations 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The report by Harrison Salisbury 
on Eastern European nations under 
Communism is excellently written. 
It shows the American public that 
the oppression of Communism has 
not completely dominated the 
minds of the people. 

But there is one great omission 
in the article. Where does Mr. 
Salisbury place the three Baltic 
countries, Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania? He has not included 
them in the listing of the Eastern 
European satellites, although they 
were the first to be conquered by 
Communism. 

Does he make them part of Rus- 
sia proper, and yield to the Rus- 
sian claims that these countries 
voluntarily asked to be taken under 
the “protection” of Russia? This 
claim is. false. They were con- 
quered in World War II. The 
United States has never declared 
the annexation of these countries 
by Russia legal. 

These three countries, prior to 
occupation, had a higher and more 
stable economy than many of the 
other countries mentioned. The 
people of the Baltic countries re- 
member freedom. They are fight- 
ing for it now in their homeland 
and in exile, until thgy are free of 
the yoke of Communism.

Action at Last 

President Eisenhower last night showed a 
gratifying awareness that words are not enough. 
He could say, as he did, that while the Soviets 
lead in some aspects of missile development the 
free world’s over-all strength is still superior. 
He could say that we now have 38 missiles in 
operation or under development—an ambiguity 
painfully reminiscent of an earlier claim of 
planes on hand or on order. But he wisely 
recognized that all this is not enough, and so he 
offered also a program of action. 

On paper, the program looks good. Dr. James 
R. Killian, the president of M.I.T. who is to be- 
come a special assistant to the President for 
science and technology, commands general re- 
spect, and will carry with him the nation’s best 
wishes as he threads his way through the bureau- 
cratic jungle that has too long strangled the 
development of new weapons, 

We hope he will not become just another 
co-ordinator. -The Washington woods are full of 
co-ordinators. Dr. Killian’s job is not to treat 
with the feuding military services as a pleni- 
potentiary of good will. It is to give orders— 
or at least to persuade the President to give 
orders—that will submerge the rivalry of Air 
Force, Army and Navy in a total national effort. 
Who gets to use the weapons must give way to 
developing them first. 

* . . 

It was good to hear the President stress the 
need for congressional action to lift the legal 
barriers to exchange of technical information 
with our allies; good to hear him urge the case 
for a pooling of scientific talent with the NATO 
countries and perhaps other allied groups. Con- 
gress will balk at some of these steps. But Mr. 
Eisenhower can have them if he will fight 
for them. 

The nation realizes, even if habit-bound Con- 
gressmen do not, that maintaining unreasonable 
secrecy loses meaning when the resulting com- 
partmentalization of knowledge drags our na- 
tional effort down. Let us hope that Dr. Killian 
will provide .the continuity of control and the 
persistence necessary to translate good inten- 
tions into meaningful action, 

One possible soft spot in the President’s pro- 
gram is his failure to spell out clearly a deter- 
mination to bring the entire missile program 
under tight supervision of an executive director 
above all the services and directly responsible 
to the Secretary of Defense. He said the pres- 
ent missiles co-ordinator, William M. Holaday, 
would be clothed with the full authority of the 
Secretary, and that Dr. Killian would work with 
him. But he also said that “whenever possible” 
new missile programs initiated hereafter would 
be placed under a single manager. 

. * * 

Why not the old programs as well? Is there 
not as much need to unify the management of 
them as of future projects yet unborn? 

This is perhaps a matter that can be adjusted 
by Dr. Killian when he gets into the swing of 
his job. He had better make up his mind to 
do it. He has the makings of either a hero or 
a goat, and nobody with the national interest at 
heart can wish him to be a goat. He ought to 
make it the first order of business to see that 
the missiles programs of all the services are 
fused into a genuinely unified effort; that our 
scientific and technical resources are used to 
the fullest instead of being dissipated in waste- 
ful competition; that something of the spirit of 
the Manhattan project which produced the 
atomic bomb be infused now, belatedly but pow- 
erfully, into the missile program. 

The President’s plans have not dispensed with, 
but made more necessary than ever, the pro- 
posed investigation by Senator Johnson’s pre- 
paredness subcommittee. Intelligent, nonpartisan 
and constructive criticism is needed as much as 
resolutions for administrative reform. Dr. Kil- 
lian, we feel confident, does not intend to be- 
come window-dressing for continued failure. 
Senator Johnson’s committee should make sure 
of it.

Speaking of Reform 

State Representative A. Clifford Jones thinks 
St. Louis could save up to $1,000,000 annually— 
or about 7 cents on the property tax rate—by 
merging its politics-ridden ‘“‘county” layer of gov- 
ernment with its progressive municipal corpora- 
tion under Mayor Tucker. 

This is a reform which good-government 
groups long have demanded. Some real savings 
certainly would be realized. Whether they would 
run as high as the Clayton Republican indicates 
remains to be demonstrated. Unfortunately, 
however, St. Louisans’ hands are tied. The city 
cannot move without enabling legislation by the 
General Assembly. 

A similar wasteful situation exists in St. 
Louis county where every major administrative 
office is occupied by an independently-elected 
politician. But in the county’s case, the illness 
can be cured by its own taxpayers through Char- 
ter amendment. 

Since Mr. Jones and his colleagues in the 
county's legislative delegation represent a great 
many people who pay the city’s earnings tax, 
they have every right to speak up on waste in 
local government in St. Louis. And if they can 
eliminate any of it, more power to them. 

In doing so, however, they ought not to over- 
look the serious shortcomings of government in 
their home county. Both jurisdictions are badly 
in need of reform, 


The Hard, High Sell 

Detroit is launching its new model automo- 
biles, and it is difficult to decide which is more 
impressive, the autos or their advertising. 

The cars, generally, are again longer, lower 
and a bit more costly. Since the latter fact may 
produce some buyer resistance, the auto makers 
are obviously bent on what advertising men call 
the “hard sell.’”’ Thus we come to the jet age of 
automobile advertising. 

Chrysler successfully introduced this period 
last year with its Flight Sweep style, complete 
with upswept fins. So now we have the Chrys- 
ler itself offering Pushbutton Torque Flite and 
even an Auto-Pilot (it keeps cars at a set speed, 
much as the extinct hand throttle once did). 
Plymouth has Silver Dart styling with Direc- 
tional Stabilizer Fins, there is a Swept, Wing 
Dodge, and the Fireflite De Soto has a Turbo- 
flash engine. 

General Motors, whose portion of the auto 
market declined to 47 per cent this year, is not 
to be outflown. It introduces the B-58 Buick, 
otherwise known as the Air Born Buick. With 
its Flight Pitch Dynaflow, it has The Look of 
Flight on Wheels. Pontiac seems more earth- 
bound, but still has an Aero-Frame Chassis. And 
in the new Chevrolet, there is a Turbo-Thrust 
engine, and You Can Even Ride on Air. 

Ford's advertising so far has not plumbed the 
far reaches of outer space, though it is introduc- 
ing a new Interceptor and has plenty of fins to 
work with. Incidentally, the auto makers seem 
to be keeping their agreement not to emphasize 


horsepower, but Ford has hedged a bit with a 
modest note of 300 horsepower, “for the me- 
chanically minded,” of course. This is the 
season in which the American public tradition- 
ally gathers around the new auto models, and 
answers the hard sell with a hard look. If 
words alone could send those automobiles aloft, 
many would now be circling the globe. 
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The Rural Delinquent 

Attorney General Dalton’s opinion touching 
Missouri's new juvenile code offers stopgaps 
which may be practical necessities in the short 
run but would certainly be unacceptable for 
the long run. 

Under the new code, work with juveniles is 
reserved to juvenile officers. This provision 
goes to the very heart of the reform. The 
underlying purpose is to treat immature of- 
fenders without the stigma ‘of arrest, jail and 
open trial. As both a more workable and a 
more humane alternative, it is intended that 


, juveniles should be dealt with by trained and 


experienced juvenile officers. 

Many of the poorer counties feel themselves 
unable to afford a juvenile officer, particularly 
when there are so few juvenile offenders within 
their borders. No more than one to a few 
dozen juvenile cases arise in the average rural 
American county during the course of a year, 


the National Probation and Parole Association — 


estimates. Attorney General Dalton’s opinion 
holds that a sheriff or deputy may be designated 
juvenile officer in third and fourth class coun- 
ties of Missouri. 

Rural Missouri is part of rural America, in 
whose 2500 counties 100,000 children from 
7 to 17 years old are detained every year under 
conditions which the director of detention serv- 
ices for the National Probation and Parole 
Association, Sherwood Norman, calls “a na- 
tional disgrace.” 

Special provisions are made in the new Mis- 
souri juvenile code to enable even the poorer 
rural counties to afford the services of a juvenile 
officer and the facilities of a proper detention 
home. Two or more judicial circuits may go 
together in the appointment of a juvenile offi- 
cer, with his salary to be prorated among the 
counties. Third and fourth class counties within 
a single judicial district may establish a joint 
detention home. Surely these measures should 
bring the expense within the means of most 
Missouri counties. 

Rural children deserve modern and humane 
correctional methods—the best chance to get 
back on the right track—the same as city 
children. The new juvenile code cannot fulfill 
the promise it offers by being honored in 
form only. 


A Wedding for Pennsy? 

The merger which is being considered by the 
nation’s two biggest railroads, the Pennsylvania 
and New York Central, can take place only after 
a long legal battle. If it is against the public 
interest, ample opportunity to demonstrate this 
fact should be available. The anti-trust division 
of the Justice Department will be expected to 
defend the public interest, as well as the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission which must ap- 
prove or reject any plan presented by the 
railroads. 

A few years ago the merger of the two leading 
railroads, which compete directly in a large part 
of their territory, would have been regarded 
as automatically against public policy. But to- 
day one must admit the force of the argument 
that railroads compete less with each other, 
more with other forms of transportation. In 
these circumstances it is possible—though this 
remains to be demonstrated—that a merger of 
the two big railroads will enhance rather than 
diminish over-all competition in transportation. 

If New York Central and the “Pennsy” do 
merge, we may be sure that other reorganiza- 
tions will swiftly follow, to a degree that will 
drastically alter the structure of the railroad 
industry. Already the Boston and Maine is seek- 
ing merger with the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford. The Erie, the Lackawanna and the 
Delaware and Hudson are studying a three-way 
junction. The Missouri Pacific is considering 
merger with its partly owned subsidiary, the 
Texas & Pacific. 

Mergers often mean the rupture of deep hab- 
its and some economic hardship to inland rail- 
road towns. They are bound to result in some 
reduction somewhere of both freight and passen- 
ger service. But when the railroad pulls out of 
a town it is usually true that trucks, busses or 
planes have already taken away most of its 
business. 

Since 1939 the railroads’ share of freight traf- 
fic the country over has declined from 62 to 49 
per cent. Last year the airlines accounted for 
68 per cent of all first-class rail and air passen- 
ger traffic. The figures tell their own story. 
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A Morning With Teacher 


It was a morning as misty as a pupil’s atten- 
tion, as murky as a teacher’s exegesis, when our 
convention-going colleague meandered over to 
Kiel Auditorium for the ninety-fifth annual 
meeting of the Missouri State Teachers Asso 
ciation.

Our colleague pushed, squirmed and eased his 
way in, noting what seemed to be a greater 
than usual tendency on the part of the delegates 
to mill about aimlessly without getting much of 
anywhere except in each other’s way.

The proceedings were already in progress as 
our colleague sat down, and he mentally marked 
a “Tardy” on some imaginary report cards of 
the delegates who had come in at the same 
time. There was a good deal in the speeches 
about “the citizens of tomorrow,” “investment 
in young minds,” and so forth, presumably 
pieces of unfinished business left over from the 
first annual convention, and our colleague noted 
that two teachers talked so audibly meanwhile 
that they could be heard through the thickest 
and dampest of cliches, while a third shuffled 
his feet in a manner which would have done 
credit to the worst boy in lower 10. 

The exhibits, to the contrary, were dandy, just 
dandy. Our colleague particularly admired a 
life-size yellow school bus, a television camera 
which took one’s picture in passing, and a dis- 
play of reproductions of paintings, of which 
he liked best a nude by Renoir which seemed 
delightfully out of keeping with the tone of his 
morning up to that point. 

All in all, our colleague summed ‘up, it was 
what could only be called a conventional con- 
vention. He has determined upon returning for 
the one hundred and first, in pursuance of a 
theory that the first hundred years would have 
been the hardest.

Bog-Down in Atomic Power 


AEC Clings to Program

The U.S. Atomic power program has 
bogged down. There is hardly a pow- 
er reactor project which is not in 
difficulty. Reactor manufacturers are 
recognizing that atomic power devel- 
opment is a tough and costly business 
and are retrenching. Meanwhile, the 
Atomic Energy Commission clings to 
its “partnership” policy and the atom- 
ic power development program lacks 
purpose and direction. 


Manufacturing firms which entered 
the power reactor 


field with high 
The Mirrer hopes are reducing 
of or disbanding their 
reactor engineering 
Public Opinion staffs, according to 
prevalent rumors. 
Two firms formerly 
active in the field are said to have 
virtually disbanded their reactor 
groups. 

One of the large reactor companies 
is rumored to have laid off about 100 
reactor scientists and engineers. An- 
other company has, it is said, dis- 
missed 19 of its reactor engineering 
staff. 

As for the rest, an official of one 
reactor firm has said “there is no 
more recruiting” of reactor engineers 
by private industry. Those laid off 
are having to take positions in fields 
other than reactor development. 

It is not difficult to understand this 
cooling of industrial ardor for devel- 
oping atomic power. The job is “more 
difficult and more costly than at first 
generally presumed,” to quote a 
phrase from the recent annual report 
of the Atomic Industrial Forum. 


While plans were in the paper 
stage, it was easy for industry to be 
optimistic. It was possible for the 
president of Pennsylvania Power and 
Light to declare to the Joint Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy that “the public 
utility industry is prepared to do 
this job (of large power reactor con- 
struction), and under those circum- 
stances the Government of the United 
States should not intervene.” 

However, during the past year proj- 
ect completion dates have slipped and 
estimated costs have risen alarmingly, 
for one reason or another. The 
Yankee Atomic plant, originally pro- 
posed for completion in “late 1957” 
at an estimated cost of $33,000,000, is 
now scheduled for 1960 or 1961, at an 
estimated cost of over $50,000,000. 
The Power Reactor Development Co. 
project is now promised for comple- 
tion in 1960 or 1961 instead of the 
original date of “late 1958.” The 
plant proposed by Consumers Public 
Power District was originally planned 
for completion in 1959; the latest esti- 
mate is 1962 and costs have climbed 
from $25,100,000 to $40,600,000. 

Consolidated Edison has reported a 
cost increase from $55,000,000 to $70,- 
000,000.

develop small nuclear power plants— 
a program announced about two years 
ago—is a shambles. 


Of the five proposals by municipal 
and rural co-op systems given pro- 
longed consideration by AEC, only 
two remain. 


The Holyoke (Mass.)-Ford Instru- 
ment proposal was abruptly thrown 
out by the Commission after 11 
months of negotiation, with no ade- 
quate explanation by AEC to the spon- 
sors or the public. (Despite the fact 
that AEC dismissed the Holyoke-Ford 
proposal as technically “premature,” 
Britain expects to have a reactor ex- 
periment of the same general type in 
operation by 1960.) 


The proposals of the Wolverine 
(Mich.) rural co-op and the Elk River 
(Minn.) co-operative are both indefi- 
nitely suspended due to recent mas- 
sive increases in the manufacturers’ 
cost estimates. 

Most significant, both manufactur- 
ers rejected the AEC requirement 
that prices be on a firm, maximum 
ceiling basis. The uncertainties of 
reactor development, the manufac- 
turers concluded, require that the 
Government pay whatever it costs to 
build these early plants. 


In 1955, AEC estimated that by the 
end of 1960 there would be 1,160,000 
kw of nuclear generating capacity in 
operation in the U.S., exclusive of 
At the present 
time, the only full-scale power re- 
actor for which completion is certain 
is the Government-built PWR of 60,- 
000 to 100,000 kw at Shippingport, 
Pa. There now is little assurance that 
any other power plant, aside from re- 
actor experiments, will be in opera- 
tion by the end of 1960. 

In view of the state of the nation’s 
atomic power program, what now 
needs to be done? First, we must rec- 
ognize that we are inescapably in a 
long, grim race with the Soviets for 
supremacy in this and other fields. 

Tangible evidence of atomic power 
leadership is required not only for 
reasons of U.S. prestige and influence 
but for progress toward exploiting a 
new source of energy to help supply 
the seemingly insatiable needs of our 
domestic economy. 

Second, we must adopt a policy and 
program that will establish our su- 
premacy. 

With a growing consensus that a 
positive government program and sub- 
stantial federal investments are essen- 
tial, the debates in the next Congress 
may well be about the type of expand- 
ed program to be adopted rather than 
whether such expansion is required. 

The issue may be that of a federal 
construction program versus more lib- 
eral federal assistance to privately 
proposed projects. 

However, the latter approach has 
been tried and the results have been 
unsatisfactory. It has the basic weak- 
ness of dissipating our efforts and 
placing the responsibilities for lead- 
ership and for accomplishment on no 
one in particular.

German-born Dr. Lackner, whose 
mame may ring a bell with art-loving 
St. Louisans because he is a collector 
who has shown one of his notable 
possessions here, must also'be some- 
thing of a dabbler. Poet, playwright, 
novelist and composer, as well as psy- 
chiatric researcher, he here essays the 
role of popularizer, for which his 
writing talents suit him eminently 
well. 

Dr. Lackner seems to be something 
of a latter-day Coue. If a tooth aches, 
Dr. Lackner prescribes that one sim- 
ply tell himself: “This will pass,” 
“This is purely external” or “This 
does not concern my innermost 
being.”’ 

Guilt feelings that stem from the 
harmless, non-criminal “sharing of 
sexual delights” in adolescence, he 
insists, should be dispelled by telling 
oneself: “It is not I who acts this 
way; it’s my guilt complex; or, it’s 
only my glands.”

While Frick did go so far as 
to say “a number of possibili- 
ties were considered which rep- 
resentatives at the meeting will 
take back to their leagues and 
clubs for their views,” the only 
note that perked up the day 
was the fact Texas League and 
American Association repre- 
sentatives sat in on the con- 
ference. That bears out predic- 
tions that any realignment of 
the P.C.L. could set off a chain 
reaction throughout most of 
the minor league structure. 

Denver (of the A.A.) and 
Dallas (of the Texas League) 
have been prominent in guesses 
as to where the P.C.L. will 
land now that the National 
League has moved into Los 
Angeles and San _ Francisco 
with the Dodgers and Giants. 

If those two cities are to 
serve as substitutes for the 
P.C.L., only two thirds of the 
league’s problem is_ solved, 
however. The Hollywood club 
also will have to leave the Los 
Angeles area. Salt Lake City, 
a one-time P.C.L. franchise, or 
Phoenix have been nominated 
as the third replacement. 

It was learned, however, that 
the Texas League was not di- 
rectly involved in yesterday’s 
discussion. And the A.A. repre- 
sentative was excused from the 
meeting before it got down to 
hard facts. 

Leslie O’Connor, president 
of the P.C.L., said afterward, 
“All I can say is that we can 
only hope and see what 
happens.”

AYBE I can marry again. But will a stepfather be 
better to my children than their own father has been? 
Apparently a lot of women never ask themselves that 
| — before getting a divorce and looking 

. around for a second hus- 
band. 

Then they introduce 
their children to a new 
father, who sometimes 
has children of his own, 
and are surprised that a 
household made up of

In all too many such

Hes Always Cast as a Southern Soldier 


That's How He's Typed Says James Holden, Now Star of 'No Time for Sergeants’

AMES HOLDEN is a tall, 
Jnis actor with reddish hair, 

a country-boy grin and a 
shy manner (off stage) who 
feels that if he never achieves 
anything else in this world, he 
will have established some kind 
of a record for theatrical type 
casting. 

Holden, who is now 29 years 
old, has been acting on stage, 
screen and television since he 
was 18. And in all that time 
he has played virtually nothing 
but southern soldiers. Not Con- 
federate soldiers, but young 
soldiers of the last couple of 
wars who grew up in the 
South. 

He has played, as well as he 
can remember, some 15 dif- 
ferent southern soldiers. In 
various movies and plays he 
has hailed from just -about 
every state in the South and 
he is convinced that he has 
played more southern soldiers 
than anyone in theatrical his- 
tory and that he has set a 
record which will stand for a 
long time. At present Holden 
is appearing in “No Time For 


Sergeants,’ the wartime com- 
edy now at the American 
Theater. He plays the leading 


role of Will Stockdale, a south- 
ern soldier. 

In fact, about the only act- 
ing jobs he ever had in which 
he wasn't a southern soldier, 
James told me as we sat in the 
lobby of the Melbourne Hotel 
the other day, were jobs in 
which he never got beyond the 
wings. They were understudy 
jobs. The first was in Arthur 
Miller’s first play, “The Man 
Who Had All the Luck.” It 
folded in less than a week, but 
he soon had a part in a play 
called “Dear Ruth.” He was. 
cast as a young soldier from 
the South. The play was a hit, 
and fate had begun to mold 
young Holden's life.

E ADMITS he didn’t know 
H the value of what he had 

at first. Moss Hart was the 
director of “Dear Ruth,” and 
on the second day of rehearsal 
he stopped the proceedings and 
called young Holden down to 
the footlights. You have a 
southern accent, don’t you?” he 
asked. Holden, who had been 
striving mightily to conceal it, 
started apologizing. “Yes sir,” 
he said “but just give me a 
week—three days—and I'll be 
rid of it.” 

“Not at all.” sald Hart, “I 
like it. After all there are a 
lot of soldiers from the South. 
In fact, you might just broaden 
the accent a shade.” 


After “Dear Ruth” 
an off-Broadway play called 
“O’Daniel,” in which he was 
still from the South, and then 
came the hit play, “Command 
Decision.” At least in this one 
he got to be a captain. A south- 
ern captain, of course. 


“Command Decision” led to 
a Hollywood contract. He went 
west and appeared in five mov- 
jes in a row. They were all war 
movies, like “Fighter Squad- 
ron,” “Task Force,” “Sands of 
Iwo Jima.” I don’t have to tell 
you what Holden played. 

But even though he never 
escaped from southern soldier 
roles, this sojourn in Holly- 
wood as an established actor 
was not without its compensa- 
tions. He had but to remember

‘his first visits to Hollywood, to 


try to get on “the silver 
screen.” 
It began when he was 15 


years old, and living in Smith- 

ville, Tenn., where he spent 
most of his boy hood and youth. 
He was born in Birmingham, 
Ala., but landed in Smithville, 
the ancestral seat of his moth- 
er's family, when he was 4, 
His parents were separated. 

Smithville at that time had 
a population of 600, and there 
wasn't much to do. “We 
couldn't even go down to the 
depot to watch the train come 
in,’ Holden says, “because 
there was no railroad to Smith- 
ville.”

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until young” Holden was 15. 
Then something happened. A 
new girl came to town.

“We used to read all 
the movie magazines together,” 
he recalis, “and then dream

wood on the third try, he 

got a job. It was in a 
camera shop, not far from a 
studio.

He 
watched and he noefticed that 
large flocks of extras left the 
lot for lunch, and they usually 
gathered at the gate after 
lunch and all went back in to- 
gether.

In time he struck up an 
acquaintance with Bing. The 
star became interested in him 
and his ambitions to be an 
actor, and agreed to advance 
his tuition to the Pasadena 
Playhouse, Holden had already 
attended one dramatic school 
and decided it was a waste of 
money, but he joined up at 
the Pasadena Playhouse. “But 
I couldn't stick it out,” he says. 
“It’s all right as a sort of 
training school for the pretty 
boys and girls whom the stu- 
dios have marked for possible 
stardom, but it's not a place 
where you can really learn how 
to act.” 

Then he recalled something 
his wise old grandmother had 
said. “She always told me 
that Hollywood was no place 
to learn acting; that if Freally 
wanted to learn to act, to go 
to New York,” he related. 

So Holden went to New 
York, which brings us back to 
his first good role in “Dear 
Ruth.” After his sojourn to 
Hollywood as an established 
actor, he went back to New 
York again. This time he be- 
came a member of the cast of 
“Member of the Wedding,” 
and he played the young sol- 
dier in that for two and a half 
years. It was while he was 
in the cast of ‘“‘Member of the 
Wedding” that he finally found 
a dramatic teacher in whom 
he could believe. She is Stella 
Adler, famed as the teacher of 
Marlon Brando,. Rod Steiger 
and many of the other out- 
standing young actors. ‘‘She’s 
the world’s greatest teacher,” 
says Holden, simply. 

After “Member of the Wed- 
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ding,” Holden played a num- 
ber of TV roles (southern sol- 
diers) and then one day, while 
he was rehearsing for a play 
called “Johnny Johnson” which 
a group of Stella Adler’s pupils 
were going to present, he got 
word that Maurice Evans and 
Emmett Rogers, co-producers 
_ See “No_ Time for for Sergeants,” | ¥; 
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had been searching the town 
for him. They were casting 
the national company, and 
they wanted him for the role 
of Will Stockdale, which, as 
Holden says, is the southern 
soldier role to end all southern 
soldier roles. 


Is he tired of playing young 
southern soldiers? “Yep,” he 
says with finality, “this is it.” 
What he would like» would be 
a dramatic role in a play by 
Tennessee Williams or William 
Inge. He wouldn’t mind being 
southern, just so he isn’t a 
soldier. 

Oddly enough, he had a 


-chance one time to break away 


from the southern soldier busi- 
ness, but he couldn’t take it 
because he was tied up playing 
a southern soldier in “Com- 
mand Decision.” Hé was of- 
fered a good part in “Mr. Rob- 
erts.” They wanted him to 
play a southern sailor.

Bang-Up Musical 


F ever’ an actor was made for a role, that of the hero 
[seror of “PAL JOEY,” was made for Frank. Sinatra. 
In the highly entertaining film version of the 1942 
Rodgers-Hart stage musical, now at LOEW’S STATE 
all | - THEATER, Joey has been changed from a 
R; “hoofer in a cheap Chicago night club to a 
Nad crooner in a cheap San Frangisco night 
club. And he has his big moment of re- 
demption at the end under the spell of 
L-O-V-E. But up until then, he’s the same 
old Joey. Heelish, wolfish, unprincipled, a 
g@y on the make 24 hours a day, angle-shoot- 
ing—a fellow who’s a kept man. the toy of a wealthy Nob 
Hill widow (Rita Hayworth). She takes him on her yacht 
and sets him up in his own club, and at the same time he 
is making a play for every mouse in the night-club chorus 
line, including the heavy romance treatment for the lady- 
like and resistant one from Albuquerque (Kim Novak). 


Yet, so debonair, so flippant, and so unabashed does 
Mr. Sinatra make this nervy, amoral, bop-spouting little 
character that you're intrigued, and can understand why 
all the women were, in-spite of his crassness. It’s against 
the rules to like so unsavory a guy, but he’s amusing. You 
hope that underneath that glib trickery is a glint of gold, 
and, sure enough, it comes out when Joey defies his 
keeper and loses his beloved night-club, and when he is 
afflicted with a sudden attack of gallantty and gentleman- 
liness when Kim throws herself in his arms~and passes out 
in a bedroom cabin of the yacht. 

That’s the difference between this film, adroitly di- 
rected by Sidney Franklin, and the stage musical comedy. 
The stage show, with John O’Hara’s book based on his The 
New Yorker short stories, was caustic, unrelentingly real- 
istic in showing a tawdry world, and had no affection for 
anyone. As a consequence, in spite of its consummate 
style and cleverness, it was cold. 

The movie is warm, vivid, and full of humor. It is 
sophisticated and realistic enough in its tarnished atmos- 
phere, and some of its dialogue has a blue tinge which is 
glided over smoothly, but it is not coldly cynical. For in- 
stance, Hank Henry, a burlesque veteran, is the case- 
hardened epitome of all the proprietors of cheap nighter- 

jes that you might find, yet you begin to suspect he has 
' a heart hidden somewhere beneath that snarling exterior. 
This humanization of the characters is carried a little too 
far with Rita Hayworth’s wealthy woman when she is 
shown at the end bringing Joey and the good chorine to- 
~- gether right after a vitriolic revenge for Joey’s interest in 
the girl—it just doesn’t wash, and is an off-key note. 

The tunes, including 10 from the original show— 
~ headed by “Bewitched, Bothered and Bewildered’—and 
with four other Rodgers-Hart tunes, including “The Lady 
Is a Tramp,” “There’s a Small Hotel,” and “I Didn’t Know 
-- What Time It Was,” are first-rate. Sinatra does a bang-up 
‘“ job of his share of them with his verve and style. Miss 

Novak, who is mostly called upon as an actress just to look 

beautiful and wary, gets a good one—if it’s she singing— 

in “Funny Valentine.” Miss Hayworth, who seems remote 
- and not quite human behind an immobile mask as an 
actress,:comes to life in song and dance—and bangs out 
“Zip” with fire, and does well with “Bewitched.”

“THE TIN STAR,” at the FOX, is a pretty good West-

The high school girls on holi- 
day who packed the place at the first show Thursday really 
cared. 


When Elvis, having socked a guy in a ‘bar and killed 
him, is sent to the state penitentiary and has to have his 
mane cropped to what would be a long haircut for anybody 
else, they groaned and gasped—the sideburns didn’t go, 
but they lost weight. When he took over a guitar from his 
cellmate (Mickey Shaughnessy), an old hillbilly singer, and 
said casually, ‘‘Let me horse around with that a little,” they 
began to shriek.

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Move Barred State From Seeking Death Penalty Twice; Darrow's Eloquent Defense Plea

O the other prisoners in 
T the jail, Dick and I were 

objects of outstanding in- 
terest for a day or two. They 
were reading all about us in 
the papers, we had the great 
Clarence Darrow as our law- 
yer, the newspaper reporters 
came in droves twice a day to 
interview us. But it didn’t last 
long. In jail there is a certain 
reticence, a certain delicacy 
about being too inquisitive 
about another fellow’s case or 
circumstances, that would be 
hard to duplicate short of the 
very highest social strata. It’s 
all right to ask a féllow inmate 
how much time he is doing. 
But. you don’t inquire about 
what crime he is charged 
with. 


Dick and I were accepted al- 
most at once. 


Dick and I had become 
friends again. During our ques- 
tioning by the police we had 
seen each other only on those 
occasions when the authorities 
wanted to confront us with the 
contradictions in our stories.

I pointed out that who 
struck the blow made no dif- 
ference in our degree of guilt. 
To this fact he agreed. 

“But, Nate,” he said, “that’s 
one of the reasons I’m going 
to stick to my story. As you 
say, it makes no legal differ- 
ence anyhow. And I figure it 
will be much easier for each 
of our families if they believe 
the other fellow is the actual 
murderer, I know. Mompsie 
feels less terrible than she 
might, thinking you did it. I’m 
not going to take that shred of 
comfort away from her.” 

I couldn't see it Truth, I 
felt, must have some value. And 
since we had both confessed, it 
seemed to me that we should 
each be man enough to tell the 
exact truth of his part. But I 
felt it was very important that 
Dick and I should present a 
united front, that we should 
not be fighting each other at a 
time when we were both fight- 
ing for our lives.

“we're going to ask you to do 
something that may strike you 
as very strange. Believe me, 
we have all thought hard about 
this for weeks, your families, 
and Mr. Bachrach and I. We 
haven't arrived at the course 
of action we’re going to outline 
without deep thought.

could not now be brought into 
question.

Statute making it mandatory 
for a judge to hear evidence 


in aggravation and mitigation 
of an offense after a plea of 
guilty in all cases where he has 
any discretion as to the sen- 
tence. 

After three days of argument, 
Judge Caverly made his ruling. 
He would hear the evidence. 

The psychiatric experts testi- 
fied for days. First ours, then 
theirs. On superficial examfna- 
tion it appeared that they fre- 
quently contradicted each 
other: that from the same set 
of facts they reached diametri- 
cally opposite conclusions. But 
that was on the surface only. 
Under Mr. Darrow’s skillful 
questioning the experts for the 
State generally came very close 
to admitting what the experts 
for the defense had said. 

The State alienists admitted 
that they had had little oppor+ 
tunity to examine us. But all 
had read the findings of the 
defense doctors. All testified 
on direct examination that 
there was still nothing to in- 
dicate mental illness in either 
Dick or me. It was here that 
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plea admitted our sanity; it 
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Mr. Darrow attacked. He read 
passages from textbooks writ- 
ten by the various witnesses 
themselves; led or pushed them 
to admit, albeit reluctantly, that 
certain acts and attitudes were 
characteristic of paranoid per- 
sonalities or of egocentric per- 
sonalities; then pointed to find- 
ings in the report by the de- 
fense witnesses which fitted the 
description perfectly. When he 
finished with the prosecution 
witnesses, there wasn't really a 
very fundamental difference of 
opinion left. 

And now it was time for the 
concluding arguments. Mr. 
Savage led off for the State 
with as vehement a denuncia- 
tory oration as I have ever 
heard or read. Everything he 
said was true; he couldn't very 
well exaggerate the horror of 
what we had done. But per- 


haps he would have accom- 
plished more if his speech 
had been a trifle less “ath-

Recall ‘Poor Man's Cake’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP). 
MERICAN women, reputed 
to be extravagant, lazy and 
pampered, haven't forgot- 

ten the thrifty virtues of their 
pioneer ancestors. 

An astonishing number of 
them, in fact, know how to 
bake an eggless, milkless, but- 
terless cake, and can prove it 
at the drop of a hat. 

This became apparent re- 
cently after actor Ralph Bel- 
lamy happened to mention in 
the course of the television 
show “To Tell the Truth,” the 
fact that his mother used to 
bake such a cake during World 
War I. This was greeted by 
unbelieving snorts of derision 
from other members of the 
panel. Then came the deluge. 

In the first few days after 
his mention of the nostalgic 
recipe, Bellamy received more 
than 500 letters from women 
all over the country enclosing 
their own recipes for the 
thrifty cake, mpst of which had 
been handed down by their 
mothers and grandmothers. A 
number sent actual cakes to 
prove their point. 

“They didn’t have to prove 
it to me,” says Bellamy. “I still 
remember how good the cake 
used to taste when my mother 
baked it during the first World 
War, when it was difficult to 
get such things as eggs and 
butter, or even white flour. It’s 
a dark, spicy cake something 
like a fruit cake. Boy! I would 
like to have a piece right now.”

ODERN woman, her plight and her problems, gets a 
M thorough going-over every now and then. Certainly 
the confusion over woman’s role in the world is a 
major ene 9 of interest to gen who are women, people 
who are married to 
women, and people who 
employ women, which in- 
cludes just about every- 
body except an occasion- 
al self-employed bache- 
lor living.in a cave. 

Max Lerner gives the 
familiar topic a scholarly 
and thoughtful treatment 
in “The Ordeal of the 
American Women,” in a 
recent Saturday Review, 
in which he says: 

“Rarely in historic 
civilization have women 
been as free, expressive, and powerful as in America. Yet 
rarely has the burden of being a woman, and trying to 
be a sulfilled one, been as heavy to carry.

“Everything in American life seems to conspire to 
make the American woman a glittering, bedecked, and 
pampered creature, yet also one bedeviled by a dilemma 
that reflects the split within herself and her culture. 
She is torn between trying to vie with men in jobs, careers, 
business, and government, and at the same time, find her 
identity as wife, mother, and woman.”

YOU CAN SAY THAT again, Max. Also the part about 
modern woman “having struggled to get her rights, now 
“wonders if she wants them.” And modern woman is 
“plagued by “too many functions. She leads simultaneously 
a multiplicity of lives.” 

One of her problems, as Lerner sees it, is that the 
American woman has put before her, largely by the ad- 
vertising industry, a series of models for various times 
of her life and she tries to live up to them without regard 
for her own individuality, 


“There are signs, however,” writes Lerner, “that these 
rigid social roles are being relaxed and more fluid ones 
-are taking their place. But if she is to diseover her 
4dentity, she must start by basing her belief in herself 
on her womanliness rather than on the movement for 
“feminism. . . . While the multiple roles that she must 
“play in life are bewildering, she can fulfill them without 
<distraction if she knows that her central role is that of a 
woman.”

AS ONE WHO ESSAYS a “multiplicity of roles” and 
“will fight at the drop of a shopping bag at critics who 
“pall American women spoiled and lazy, I agree with the 
“writer that the life of women in our country today is 
“complex and at times conducive to neuroses. But so is
